EDITORIAL 



The approaching completion of the 
handsome new railroad station at 
Merion is a matter for congratulation. 
The Merion Civic Association de- 
serves great credit for having brought 
about this improvement, and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for having 
done the work so well. 



The following pertinent query was 
contained in a communication re- 
ceived by one of our borough officials 
from a well known resident of Lans- 
downe: 

"Why don't you and the efficient 
members of Council in your town 
drive across the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road on Narberth avenue in a north- 
erly direction, and cross Haverford 
avenue on the north side of the P. 
R. R., and then at the next meeting 
of Council inquire why you have 
jiever found fault with the condition 
of the intersection or gutter at this 
point. I had occasion yesterday to 
ride over the major portion of the 
borough on both sides of the railroad, 
but when I came to this point I im- 
mediately concluded you had never 
used this part of the town. 

"It does seem to me that before go- 
ing out of office your members of 
Council or yourself could do the vis- 
itors to Narberth a very great deal of 
real good by laying a ten or twelve 
inch pipe and cementing the same 
over, and thus make as good a piece 
of work at that point as you made 
at the intersection of Narberth air! 
Montgomery avenues." 

The above voices the sentiment of 
every resident of Narberth who has 
occasion to use this street — and there 
are quite a few of us. 

The trench at Narberth and Mont- 
gomery avenues was, until recently, 
in such bad condition that it was 
rapidly becoming impassable for all 
kinds of vehicles except tanks and it 
is doubtful if even these engines of 
warfare could have navigated it with 
ease. While the gutter at the foot 
of the railroad bridge is not 'so deep, 
it is none the less annoying, because 
used more frequently. Is there any 
good reason why we should longer 
endure this nuisance when it can 
be remedied at a comparatively small 
cost?

Rev. Charles A. McAIoine's 
Thanksgiving Sermon 

The "Little Church on the Hill" was 
the scene of a memorable service on 
Thanksgiving morning, when members 
of the Methodist, Baptist and Presby- 
terian Churches united to give thanks 
to God for his manifold mercies. The 
occasion was invested with unusual 
solemnity and impressiveness, owing 
to its being the first Thanksgiving ser- 
vice since our entry into the world 
war. A congregation that crowded the 
auditorium to its capacity reverently 
joined in hymns of praise and thanks- 
giving, and listened to the appropriate 
music of organ and choir. Rev. C .3. 
Koppell, pastor of the church, pre- 
sided, and was assisted by Rev. Avery 
j S. Demmy, pastor of the Baptist 
i Church, and Rev. John Van Ness, pis- 
tor of the Presbyterian Church. Mr. 
Koppell announced that Mr. Demmy 
had yielded his place as speaker lor 
the occasion, to Rev. Charles A. Mc- 
Alpine, a member of the War Commis- 
sion of the Northern Baptist Church, 
who has recently become a resident of 
Narberth. 

After a few prefatory remarks, dur- 
ing which Mr. McAlpine referred to 
the extremely cordial welcome that 
had been extended to him by Narberth 
residents, he announced the subject of 
his discourse as "Jesus' Thanks- 
giving," the text being "And He Took 
the Cup and Gave Thanks." 

It is of course impossible to repro- 
duce in a brief outline, the warmth 
and glow of Mr. McAlpine's sermon, 
which touched responsive chords in 
the heart of every one present. The 
theme was developed in a masterly 
manner, logical and convincing. Mi. 
McAlpine indulges in no showy flights 
of oratory, but his pulpit presence is 
pleasing, his voice clear and sym- 
pathetic. Deep earnestness and sin- 
cerity pervaded the sermon, a sum- 
mary of which we subjoin: 

"This is a strange record, when we 
remember what 'the cup' meant. Had 
the record of Holy Week read that on 
Palm Sunday 'he took the crown and 
gave thanks' it would have seemed ap- 
propriate. But the cup! That was 
not the symbol of regal splendor, but 
of ignominious shame; not the token 
of victory, but the prophecy of suffer- 
ing. Yet knowing this — and because 
he knew it — Jesus took the cuip. 

"For three years this nation Ins 
been watching the cup of world ex- 
perience filling gradually and con- 
stantly with Belgium's woes and Ser- 



'At last thank God! At last we see

"IV. — The cup proclaimed The Vic- 
tory of Ideals, Jesus was the true op- 
timist, a pessimist can see into the cup;

FOOD PRICES FIXED IN 

CITY AND STATE 

Public Asked to Study Price List and 
Report Excess Charges 



Several teachers in the Elementary 
Department of the Narberth schools 
were happy to visit their homes dur- 
ing the brief Thanksgiving holidays. 
But they were all anxious to return 
to their "kiddies" on Monday, it is 
whispered. 



Food prices for Philadelphia and 
the State were set Monday by Howard 
Heinz, Federal Food Administrator 
for Pennsylvania, after a conference 
with representative food dealers at 
the Committee of Public Safety head- 
quarters in the Finance Building, 
Philadelphia. 

A list was prepared which fixe^ 
within definite limits the prices that 
can be charged for staple articles of 
food by both retailers and wholesal- 
ers. The public is asked to study the 
price list and report any charges in 
excess of those published to the 
United States Food Administrator ia 
the Morris Building. 

Immediate steps will be taken by 
the authorities on receipt of such in- 
formation to force the dealer to com- 
ply with the standardized prices. This 
will be done through the wholesaler. 
If a retailer charges more than the 
permitted price wholesalers will be 
forbidden to supply him on penalty 
of revocation of their licenses. 

The retail price of cold storage 
eggs is fixed at from 37 to 43 cents a 
dozen; of Pennsylvania potatoes at 
45 to 50 cents per peck of 15 pounds, 
and butter at 47 to 55 cents per 
pound. Sugar, lard and beans are in- 
cluded in the lists. 

The prices will go into immediate 
effect. The list will be revised three 
times a week, or oftener, if necessary. 

Th list of prices was accompanied 
by the following statement from Mr. 
Heinz: 

"If your retailer or dealer charges 
in excess of these prices he should 
be reported by letter addressed to the 
United States Food Administrator, 
Morris Building, Philadelphia. 

"The United States Food Adminis- 
tration strongly advocates the cash 
and carry plan, and all prices are 
based upon that method of selling. 

"It is recognized that the cost of 
doing business is higher at the pres- 
ent time, which must be taken into 
consideration. It is the policy, how- 
ever, to see that no retailer or whole- 
saler shall make an exorbitant profit."

commendable work in all lines of war 
work.

WAR STAMP TAX ON 

PARCEL POST MAIL 

Upon every parcel or package trans- 
ported from one point in the United 
States to another by parcel post, on 
which the postage amounts to twenty- 
five cents or more there shall be paid 
a tax or one cent for each twenty-fi ve 
cents or fractional part thereof, charge 
for such transportation to be paid by 
the consignor. No such parcel or 
package shall be transported until a 
stamp or stamps representing the act 
shall have been affixed thereto. (Act 
of October 3, 1917, Sec. 807, par. It.)
